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Introduction 


The obituaries published in this book were transcribed from a series of microfilm which contained copies 
of the Putnam County Herald covering the years 1903 — 1915. These films are available for research at 
the Tennessee State Library and Archives and the Volpe Library at Tennessee Technological University. 


Elmer Lincoln Wirt (1863-1935) founded the Putnam County Herald in 1903 in Cookeville, TN. He 
published the first issue on 11 February 1903 and continued publishing issues each Thursday until 4 April 
1906. At this point, he moved his publishing business to Celina, TN. He returned to Cookeville the 
following year and resumed publishing the Putnam County Herald on 6 March 1907. 


The Putnam County Herald was more like a newsletter detailing the social activities of the citizens in the 
county and nearby counties. Individuals from the various communities described events in their 
community. Families who had moved out west sent in letters to be published. The newspaper was a 
means by which families kept in touch. 


Interspersed throughout the issues were the details of the deaths of family members. Although some of 
the obituaries were elaborate articles providing many details of the deceased, most obituaries were only 
one or two sentences simply announcing the passing of a loved one. Due to the erosion of tombstone 
inscriptions over time and the failure to record many deaths during the early part of the century, the 
newspaper obituary was the only record of some individual's passing. 


One such person is my g-g-g-grandfather, Willis Davis, who lived in south Cookeville. He is buried in the 
Davis Cemetery. Over the years, the inscription on his tombstone has been lost. Census records show 
that he died between 1900 and 1910. In reading issues of the Putnam County Herald, | found a one-line 
announcement on the page 1 of the August 12, 1903 issue: 

Willis Davis died at his home 3 miles south of Cookeville on the night of 10th, inst. 
This was the only surviving record of his death. 
Realizing that others may have ancestors whose death dates have been lost, | began reading and 
transcribing the obituaries from the Putnam County Herald. Since the obituaries are not in a standard 
spot in the paper, finding them required scanning each column of the paper. 


The format of the obituary is as follows: 


LAST NAME, FIRST NAME: Obituary (County, if available) [Date, Volume of the Paper, 
Number of the Paper, Page Number] 


The index has an alphabetical listing of all people mentioned in the obituary. 


This book is dedicated to Willis Davis and ALL people mentioned in the Putnam County Herald for whom 
there is no other record of his/her passing except for the brief mention in the newspaper.

Adams this lodge loses a 
devoted and enthusiastic member whose loyalty and love of Odd Fellowship was ardent and pure, and 
his community is deprived of an honest, kind-hearted and public spirited citizen, whose actions of 
charity and fraternity strongly endeared him to all who knew him. When he realized the absolute 
certainty of immediate death he gave a final testimony of his appreciation of Odd Fellowship by 
entrusting the arrangement of this business affairs to this lodge, and we shall ever cherish his ???? and 
endeavor to emulate his unfaltering devotion to the principles of our noble order. Further, be it 
Resolved, that copies of these resolutions be furnished the local newspapers for publication and a page 
of the lodge records be dedicated to the memory of our deceased brother.

She had been sick for some time and her friends hoped that she would get well, 
but instead of growing stronger she had drooped day by day, until all, even the fond heirs which 
watched over her saw that she was surely passing away. It seemed almost impossible for those to whom 
her presence was sunlight to give her up, yet we know that God does every thing for the best. She was a

Allen, Demie: Mrs. Demie Allen, widow of Rev. Jesse Allen, died Saturday and was buried Monday at 
Dodson Branch.

Always ready to aid those who were in distress and 
his loving hand extended to the needy. He served under Gen. Dibrell during the war as a private soldier, 
and was twice married. His first wife was Miss Sarah A. Howard, his second, who survives him was Miss 
Addie Potter, neither of which have any children. Thus another old soldier has stacked his arms and 
crossed over the river to join the host who precede him and awaiting the last roll call... .

Anderson, Hu C.: Speaker of the State Senate, Hon. Hu C. Anderson died suddenly Monday night in 
Nashville and his remains were carried to Jackson, his home, for interment Wednesday. Both branches 
of the legislature attended the funeral in a body, going to Jackson in a special train.

Anderson, J. L.: Body of J. L. Anderson Found - Was Drowned Near Ellijay, Ga., Feb. 20, While Crossing 
Swollen Creek - Rev. J. L. Anderson, son of W. J. Anderson of Bloomington, mysteriously disappeared 
from Ellijay, Ga., last winter, and no trace of him could be found, although careful search had been made 
until April 29, when his body was discovered in a creek. The following account is taken from the Ellijay 
Courier of May 4: The remain of the late Rev. J. L. Anderson, drowned Feb. 20th at the ford of Owltown 
Creek 2 1/4 miles from Ellijay, were discovered by Grover Wood Saturday morning last in Shippen's 
millpond. The boy who made the discovery had come to the pond early to see about his trot line and 
found the body lodged against a boom log. The friends immediately gathered to the vicinity and made 
arrangements to recover and identify the remains. The coroner was sent for and held an inquest. The 
body having been in the water two months and nine days, was beginning to decay and the features 
were not recognizable. Deceased had on a pair of arctic overshoes, leggings, his vest, coat and 
macintosh overcoat all being tightly buttoned. An examination of the clothing disclosed a number of 
papers, letters, memoranda, etc., and his watch was found in his right vest pocket. The papers were well 
preserved and were eligible, and thoroughly idedtified (sic) the body as that of Rev, J. L. Anderson, and 
the clothing he wore was identified by witnesses. A bruise and contusion on the left side of the head had 
evidently been produced before death, and was probably done by his horse. His watch had stopped at 
6:55 o'clock. After the inquest the body was taken in charge by friends, a nice coffin was procured and 
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the remains were given a decent, christian burial at the Jarrett cemetery. It is a matter of congratulation 
to all the friends of the beloved and unfortunate brother that the body was discovered. This and the 
positive inentification (sic) by a legal inquiry will forever set at rest the surmise and false, calumnious 
reports that were crawling from mouth in certain quarters like slimy snakes in a pond of filth. Rev. A. F. 
Ellington, the pastor who temporarily succeed Bro. Anderson, performed the last offices for the dead. 
The find of Mr. Anderson's body and clearing up of the mystery surrounding his death are a great 
consolation to his family in their great grief.

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Apple, Sallie: The community was shocked last Monday when word reached here from Nashville that 
Miss Sallie Apple was dead, and with hushed voice the sad news was given from neighbor to neighbor. 
Miss Apple had gone to Nashville several weeks ago, and was taken sick. About a week ago she began to 
improve, and it was supposed that in a short time she would be again in her usual health. Such was not 
to be, however, for on Monday her condition suddenly changed for the worse, and in a few hours, her 
pure spirit took its flight to God. Her remains were brought to this city on the Monday night shopping 
train and the funeral was held from the family residence on Tuesday afternoon, the services being 
conducted by Elder Jesse Walling, burial being at the City Cemetery. The funeral was perhaps the most 
largely attended in the history of the town. Miss Apple had been in charge of the millinery department 
at Whitson Bros, for several years and was an accomplished millinier and successful business woman. 
She was a truly popular young woman, possessing to an unusual degree all those feminine graces and 
charms men adore and women love. Hers was a most lovable character, and in consequence her friends 
were legion. Cookeville had lost one of its most gracious and charming daughters. She was a daughter of 
Rev. and Mrs. Wm. Apple of this city, who with several sisters and one brother, W. H. Apple of Nashville, 
survive her. To the bereaved family the Herald extends the heartfelt (sic) sympathy of our entire 
population in their hour of great sorrow.

He was 67 years old and until 
four years ago, when his health failed, he was a robust man. He served 12 years as clerk and master of 
the Chancery court of this county and six years as county judge. He organized the Bank of Cookeville and 
was its president for 20 years. He was mayor of Cookeville for several terms and was one of the most 
public spirited and progressive citizen this county ever had. Mrs. Arnold had been a ruling elder in the 
Presbyterian church of this city for 35 years and for more than 30 years had been secretary of its Sunday 
school. He was a pillar in his church and one of the leading Presbyterian laymen of the state, having 
often been a commissioner to the general assembly of the church. In his donations to his church and its 
enterprises and to all charitable and educational calls he was exceedingly liberal. He was a Mason of 
high degree and greatly attached to this order. Mr. Arnold is survived by his wife and four married 
daughters -- Mrs. C. E. Wilson and Mrs. O. E. Cameron of this city, Mrs. Lee Epperson of Algood and Mrs. 
Hamilton Wilson of Lebanon, and two sisters, Mrs. Ova Goodpasture and Mrs. Avo Douglass of 
Cookeville. He also has a larger number of other relatives in Cookeville. His funeral service will be 
conducted at the Presbyterian church tomorrow afternoon and his remains interred at the city 
cemetery. ...

Davis, Henry P.: Putnam County Loses One of Her Best Known Citizens - Henry P. Davis died at his home 
in this city last Sunday afternoon from a complication of diseases, his fatal illness being brought on from 
exposure and getting wet while attending the funeral of Capt. Walton Smith two weeks ago. While all 
knew he was very low, the news of his death was a great shock to our citizens. He was buried Monday 
evening with Masonic rites, Rev. W. H. Carr assisting, in the presence of an immense concourse of 
friends and neighbors, who came to pay their last tribute of respect to the honored dead. Henry P. Davis 
was born in September, 1844, in what is now the First district of Putnam county, but was then a part of 
White county. When the Civil war broke out, although only a boy, he enlisted in Capt. Shaw's Co. 25th 
Tennessee Infantry, serving his full term of twelve months, and re-enlisted in Dibrell's cavalry, with 
which command he served until the end of the war, participating in many battles and campaigns, and 
making a fine reputation as a soldier. He mustered out at Washington, Ga., in May, 1865. After the war 
he returned home and worked for some time at the oil wells on Spring Creek, earning money with which 
he paid his way through Cumberland Institute, a school then flourishing in White county. In 1870 he was 
elected county court clerk of Putnam county, serving efficiently for eight years. He was a member of the 
legislature in 1881-2, retiring with added honors. Early in life he professed religion and joined the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church, since which time he had been an active member, and one who 
enjoyed a happy christian experience. He was an elder in the church at the time of his death. In the 70's 
he married Lydia Solomon, who survives him, as do also three daughters, Mesdames. R. P. Morgan and 
Whitley Hyder, and Miss Maggie; and six sons, O. M., Lem H., Roscoe, Edgar, Will and Newton. All were 
at his bedside but two, Lem and Edgar. He also leaves two sisters, Mesdames. Wm. Huddleston and 
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Leroy Carr of this county, and three brothers Stephen D. and J. Richey of Texas, and John, who resides 
near Cookeville, as well as many other relatives, the family being large and influential. Henry P. Davis 
was one of the most widely known and best loved citizens of this section, and his death causes a loss 
that can never be filled. He was a model citizen, loyal friend and neighbor, a loving husband and 
indulgent father.

He was a good citizen, a faithful 
member of our church and Sunday school -- a good christian gentleman. He has departed this life, but 
his example and testimony are still with us as a priceless legacy.

Dow, David Linnaeus: David Linnaeus Dow -- David Linnaeus Dow was born at Carlyle, Clinton County, 
Illinois, Nov. 19, 1830; married Emily M. Harris, Dec. 28, 1848; died Aug. 12, 1915. Mr. Dow moved to 
Putnam in 1854, where he resided until his death with the exception of the three years from 1863 to 
1866, during which time he lived at New Middleton. He was a contractor and builder, and also a mill 
man for many years. Among the public buildings he erected in whole or in part were the first courthouse 
in Cookeville after the Civil war; the present courthouse at Livingston in 1871; at Celina in 1873, and the 
old courthouse in Gainesboro in 1874. He built and owned the first flour mill in Cookeville in 1875, and 
afterwards engaged in the lumber business. Mr. Dow was elected to the lower house of the Tennessee 
legislature and served in 1883 under the first administration of Gov. W. B. Bate, begin the first direct 
representative from Putnam county. His wife died July 27, 1907, aged 81 years. They reared a family of 
nine children, all of whom lived to be grown and married, five of whom survive him: Mrs. R. P. Baker, of 
Sparta; Mrs. G. W. Cowan, of Cookeville; John B. Dow, postmaster and D. W. Dow, of Mesquite, Texas. 
Mr. Dow was a well informed man on almost all subjects, having been a close student all his life until the 
past three years, when his eyesight became impaired so he could not read. He was a devoted member 
of the Methodist church for more than 60 years, always attentive to church and Sunday school, 
contributing liberally to both.

From this was promoted to Major General and at the 
surrender of Appomattox he ranked next to the Command-in-Chief, and commanded the second corps 
of Lee's army. He was engaged in all the battles of the different campaigns under Lee in Virginia and was 
several times severely wounded. In all his military career he was unaspiring and his rapid promotions 
were given him as a reward of merit for ability and gallantry displayed so prominently in the line of duty. 
The war ended, General Gordon returned to his home and found a scene of desolation, made so by the 
march of the invading army. Here he found an abundant labor to perform to build up the waste places 
and to re-establish the southern homes. Here he devoted himself to his people and was called forth to 
serve them. For them he labored incessantly in the various positions of honor and trust, in the United 
States Senate and afterwards Governor of his state. Having gone out of politics his people again called 
him to the front. At the organization of the Association of Confederate Veterans he was chosen its 
Commander-in-Chief, which position he filled to the day of his death. . .

Jones, Joe: 57 PEOPLE INJURED - Passenger Train Hurled from Track Near Lebanon - SOUTHERN'S 
WORST WRECK - In History of the Nashville Division - ONLY THREE PASSENGERS ESCAPE - No One Killed 
Outright but Some are Fatally Hurt - The most disastrous wreck ever happening on the Nashville division 
of the Southern Railway occurred yesterday about noon three miles east of Lebanon. The wreck is 
supposed to have been caused by a broken rail. Passenger train No. 16 left Nashville on time at 10:25 a. 
m. in charge of Conductor F. A. Dean and Engineer J. H. Barbee and was crossing a fill near Black Branch 
when the accident occurred. The engine was not derailed, but the mail and express car and two coaches 
were thrown from the track and down the embankment. There were 60 passengers on the train only 
three of whom escaped injury. No one was killed outright, but is thought several were fatally injured. 
This was remarkable, when the character of the wreck is considered. The injured were taken to Lebanon 
as soon as possible where their injuries were temporarily attended to, and then all were taken to 
Nashville. Alfred Algood of this city was on the train, with Mrs. Williams of Louisville, neither of whom 
was seriously hurt. Joe Jones of Baxter was probably fatally injured. So far as we know there were no 
other Putnam county people on the ill-fated train. We have not received particulars of the wreck, hence 
cannot give all the facts this week. Just as we go to press word comes that No. 16 to today is off the 
track near the scene of yesterday's wreck. Surely misfortunes never come singly, even to railroad 
companies.

For several years, he represented 
the firm of Herman Bros., Lindauer & Co., in the Upper Cumberland county, and was known as one of 
the most successful and popular traveling salesman in that section of the state. At the time of his death, 
he was in the mill and lumber business at Hilham, having been forced to retire from the road on account 
of his health. In 1869, he was married to Mrs. C. L. Mitchell, nee Fowler, who died in 1877. In 1880 he 
was married to Miss Butler of Butler's Landing, Tenn. Mr. Staggs is survived by his wife and five children, 
as follows: Mrs. D. E. Bradford, of Nashville; Fowler Staggs of Hilham; Herman Staggs, of the United 
States Navy; Mrs. Goodlet Baker, of Nashville; and Sarah Staggs. Mr. Staggs was one of the best known 
and popular men of the Upper Cumberland county, and was noted there for his charity, as well as in 
Nashville, where he resided for some years after 1880.

The young man, in an intoxicated condition, was evidently on his return 
to his home in Monterey from a party at the home of John Owens, two miles east of that town, when he 
is supposed to have gone to sleep on the track.
